AMPELOPSIS, Quinquefolia. 


Virginia Creeper. Our well-known wood- 
bine. Strong grower. 


WISTERIA, Sinensis. 


Chinese blue: Exceeding rapid grower 
and profuse bloomer. The flowers are of a 
pale blue color and are borne in pendulous 
racemes in May and June. 


WISTERIA, Sinensis Alba. 


Chinese white. Very similar to the blue, 
except the flowers are white and remain 
somewhat longer in bloom. 


HONEYSUCKLES, Halleana. 


Hall’s Japan Evergreen. An almost ever- 
green honeysuckle of the greatest value, 
being entirely hardy, and of strong, vigorous 
growth. The flowers are exceedingly fra- 
grant, of pure white changing to yellow, and 
are produced in profusion from May to De- 
cember. One of the best. 


CLEMATIS, Flammula. 


Virgin’s Bower. Flowers in masses, small, 
white, and very fragarant. A very strong- 
growing vine, especially valuable for cover- 
ing trellises or other objects. 


CLEMATIS, Paniculata. 


New andrare. A native of Japan, quite 
hardy and one of the best. Very vigorous, 
serowing 10 to 12 feet high, and will quickly 
cover a trellis with dense foliage. The 
flowers, which are white and sweet-scented, 
cover the vine from top to bottom in a mass 
of bloom, July and August.

Flowering Shrubs. 


EXOCHORDA, Grandiflora. 

A large-growing bush with wide-branching 
habits, making a growth of 10 feet high, and 
is perfectly hardy. The flowers are pure 
white with delicate fragrance; closely related 
to the rose. Foliage is bright and stays on 
till late in the autumn. 


TREE PZONY. 
Hardy. Dark green foliage; very large 
flowers of gorgeous colors, varying from 


white to pink and crimson. 


AZALEAS, Mollis. 


Perfectly hardy. A new species, of low, 
broad growth with very large, showy blos- 
soms of all shades of red, white, yellow and 
orange. Shrubs six years old.

AZALEA, Arborescens. 

A large, spreading azalea, growing 8 feet 
high, with handsome, dark green foliage, 
producing large white and rose tinted blos- 
soms late in the summer when other azaleas 
are out of bloom. Hardy at 20 deg. below 
Zero. 


HIBISCUS, Syriacus—Althea. 
Blooms during the last half of the summer. 
Its great flowers are of the brightest colors, 
red, crimson, purple, pink, blue and white.

In autumn the 
pretty nuts in their glossy cases make them 
a genius of shrub not surpassed for beauty 
of foliage, fruit or flowers. Second only to 
Rhodendron in beauty of display. 


ALTHEAS, or Rose of Sharon. 


Are fine, free growing, flowering shrubs of 
the easiest cultivation. Very desirable on 
account of blooming in August and Septem- 
ber, when but very few trees or shrubs are 
in bloom. 


_BERBERRY, Purple. 


A beautiful shrub, with violet purple foli- 
age and clusters of fine red berries. 


CALYCANTHUS, Sweet Scented Shrub. 


The wood is fragrant, foliage rich, flowers 
of rare chocolate color, having a peculiar, 
pleasant odor. They blossom in June and 
at intervals afterwards. 


DEUTZIA, Gracilis. 


_A handsome dwarf shrub from Japan. 
Flowers pure white and appear very early.

ROSA RUGOSA, or Japan Rose. 


Of recent introduction from Japan. It 
has abundant, large, vigorous, handsome, 
dark green, glossy foliage of great richness 
and beauty-—perfectly hardy and grows from 
4 tod feet high. The flowers, which are 
produced freely all summer, are single and 
with five petals. The color is a rich rosy 
crimson, enhansed in beauty by the numer- 
ous stamens. The flowers are succeeded by 
large clusters of bright crimson, scarlet fruit, 
nearly two inches in diameter.
